But 
in practice this was regarded M for 
hearing children only ; the deaf and 
blind were left to special appropria- 
tions, which might be refused, reduc- 
ed or delayed. And the number of 
deaf children provided for was much 
less than it should be in proportion 
to the hearing. The school age f or 
hearing children was from six to 

tweuty-one ; to the deaf the institu- 
tions were closed umil they were len 
I In 1878, ihe school popu 
lation of Pen v ;l s 1 ,200,000, 

and the number of hearing children 
enrolled in the common schools was 
986,740; thai of deaf pupils should 

have been ti'J-t instead of about 400. 
Every way it was evident that t 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania was 
not doing for her deaf children tv 
thirds as much as for the hearing ; not 
one half of what she ought. 

Besides the wanl ol knowledge
